An old lawyer, speaking of dramatic. 


Incidents In court, said: "Jere Clemens,1 
a once famous United States senator. 
from Alabama, told of a trial In which 
Burr appeared for the defense of a 
man charged "with murder. My recol- 
lection Is that the trial was to the 
southwest. 


"When Burr addressed the Jury, It 


was night. The guilty man was In the 
room. He had been the principal .wit- 
ness for the prosecution, but Burr had 
learned that this witness .was the as- 
sassin, and hi closing his. address foe 
his client he picked up two lighted 
candles from the table, and, holding 
them in the face of the witness refer- 
red to, he exclaimed: 'Gfentlemen of 
the jury, there Is nature's .verdict. Now. 
write yours.' At that moment the wit- 
ness fled from the room. After Clem- 
ens told this story he wrote a his- 
torical novel called 'The Rivals; or, The 
Times of Hamilton and Burr.' In that 
book he wove the Incident Into one of 
the chapters. The boot Is out ol print 
and has been for many years. But* It 
had a great sale, particularly to the 
south, before the civil war, for Clem- 
ens was a typical southern orator and 
a man of wonderful personal mag- 
netism. The object of the novel was, 
to make Burr a hero, and to besmirch' 
Hamilton's character.

"In one chapter where Burr^as high* 


in the esteem of Washington the latter, 
Is represented as reading a letter from. 
Hamilton in which Hamlltqto detailed 
some scandalous gossip about Burr, 
Burr was standing behind "Washington 
during the reading of the letter. "Wash- 
ington, incensed at the contents of the 
letter, turned quickly and /saw Burr, to 
whom he said, 'How dare you read my, 
letter over my shoulder? Burr, as 
Clemens represents, stung to the quick, 
drew himself up and replied with all 
the hauteur of his nature, 'When your 
majesty addresses such an Inquiry to 
me In the manner you have, the only, 
reply decency can prompt Is, Aaron 
Burr dares to do anything.' This, Clem- 
ens avers, was the cause of the break 
between Washington, and Burr."-^New, 
York Sun.

FUATURES OF SOOTH AFRICAN WAR 


The war in Soath Africa may furnish 


a lesson to the enlightened that may 
be a lasting benefit to the race. Tha 
future of the world may be largely 
influenced by its results. It seems 
that civilization has tarnished meacs 
to inflame ambition in the more pow- 
erful nations to acquire more of the 
earth's surface for their use and pur- 
poses. One view that may be taJien of 
ihe manifest desire to acquire terri- 
tory and enlarge jurisdiction, leads to 
a conclusion that it ia in the interest 
of civilization that jurisdiction by 
these nations be extended.

ptople who are snbjaot to the jurisdic- 
tion of these nations, it may be reason- 
abla to admit that any advance made 
over the uncivilized or less enlightened 
is in the order of progress.

territorial jurisdiction is necessary to 
advance the work of a higher civiliza- 
tion.

tions. The betterment -of the condi- 
tion of people h»s not been at any 
time in the history of the world a 
cause operating upon ambition to 
acquire dominion. Tde humane at no 
time has been among direct causes 
stimulating desire in a nation to ac- 
quire power, for which reason it has 
been a result and not a cause. 


The hnmane principle that influence 


the people in Christian nations is de- 
manding recognitions in the affairs of 
men fend nations, and the cunning of 
ambition is advancing the plea of 
opportunity given for Cnristian work, 
by exteudiug the dominion of Chris- 
tian nations, but it is not claimed to 
be an operating cadsa to 
extend 


authority and power, as it appears in 
its best form only as an opportunity. 


When we review the causes that oper- 


ate upon nations, all of which center 
in ambition, and the excuses that are 
given to heal the wounds in a humane 
nature, there is not anything in the 
work that is elevating or pure, be- 
cause it has its origin in ambition to 
acquire, and the means used are always 
given as justifiable in the light of the 
end to be accomplished. 


When ambition to acquire is applied 


to B country occupied by a savage 
people, sustained by the demands of 
civilization for mote territory, there 
seems to be, in the order of things, a 
justification for taking possession of 
territory occupied by them, as pro- 
gress is a rale of nature that will not 
be set aside by a people who have made 
no progress from the beginning. 


When a savage people makes war 


upon eivalization it is just to defend 
against savage invasion of the natural 
rights of man and if need be place the 
savage in a position that will deprive 
him of the power to prevent progress, 
but the application of the rule applied 
to a savage people when applied to a 
higher order of man should be modi- 
fied to meet conditions that the rule 
operates upon. 


When we review the operation of 


the law of progress upon a savage peo- 
ple is there any principle in natural 
law that will justify tbe application of 
the rale to a highly civilized people 
who have subdued the savage in the 
interest of civilization? The answer 
includiug the truth should be: There 
is no principle in political or moral 
ethics that justifies the application of 
the rule.

that a desira to acquire territory and 
power is the moving cause to the war. 
Civilization is not a consideration be- 
cause it is civilization against an en- 
lightened people.

"When there are none of the causes 


that justify an appropriation of terri- 
tory occupied by a savace people in the 
interest of human progress, aud there 
are none of tbe causes that will fur- 
nish a pretext under cover of a higher 
Christian 
civilization 
presebt, can 


there be nny justification in waging 
War by a powerful nation against a 
weak people to acquire power? 


There are no conditions present that 


will place the war outside of a naked 
ambition to appropriate and rale. 


There is one spot, or it may be two, 


in South Africa that are rich in natural 
wealth that Mammon's covetous eyes 
are upon and its desire to satiate its 
longing for gold and diamonds bus 
caused a war that is not justified by 
any principle included within Chris- 
tian or other civilization upon man in 
our time. 
The people of England 


should not be charged with blame for 
the most wicked wars of modern time.

LIGHTS FOR BIRDS' NESTS. 


Some Cnrloni Habit* Practiced In 


the World of Songdom. 


Many birds suspend their nests from 


the branches of trees, one of the most 
curious nests of that kind being that 
of the baya bird of India. It is hung 
from the bsanch, \vith its opening at 
the bottom, and hangs like an inverted 
bottle, secure from the approach of 
tree snakes and other reptiles. The 
most curious thing about the baya 
bird is that it is said to light up its 
nest by sticking fireflies on its sides 
with clay or soft mud. 
There seems to 


be little doubt of the fact. 


Dr. Buchanan says: "At night each 


of the habitations is lighted up by a 
firefly stuck in the top with a piece of 
clay. The nest consists^of two rooms. 
Sometimes there are three or four fire- 
flies, and their blaze in the little cells 
dazzles the eyes of the bats, which of- 
ten destroy the young of these birds." 


Perhaps other animals are scared off 


by the baya bird's electric light, since 
a writer in Nature records this curi- 
ous observation: "I have been informed 
on safe authority that the Indian bot- 
tle bird protects his nest at night by 
sticking sereral of these glow beetles 
around the entrance by means of clay, 
nad only a few days back an intimate 
friend of my own was watching three 
rats on a roof rafter of his bungalow. 
When a glow fly lodged very close to 
them, the rats Immediately scampered 
off."—Our Dumb Animals.
